As  will  be  seen,  the  results  for  the  over  five  year 
age  group  show  and  improvement  on  the  previous  year,  but  the  under 
five  group  is  less  satisfactory  when  thus  compared.  Dealing  with 
such  a  shifting,  population  the  returns  of  one  year  .may  bear  little 
relation  to  the  succeeding  one,  an  d  in  fact,  surveys  during  the 
same  year  show  rather  wide  differences.  This  seems  to  affect  tho 
under  five  group  more  than  the  school  returns. 

The  Publication  of  the  immunisation  Returns  in  the  local 
Press  at  the  end  of  the  year,  giving  details  of  the  results  in  the 
area  and  their  comparison  with  corresponding  returns  from  adjoining 
District  Authorities  helped  to  focus  interest  In  the  campaign 
locally  and  stimulate  competition. 

The  following  extract  shows  the  percentage  of  children 
immunised '  in  the  schools  in  this  area  -  resulting  from  individual 
surveys

GtBHER^L  RIM  ARKS 

The  satisfactory  ratio  of  tho  Birth  Rate  to  the  Death 
Rate  (21„2«  ;14  „63)  will  be  noted.  Tho  former  is  considerably  higher 
than  the  General  Rate  for  tho  whole  Country,  but  tho  Death  Rato 
is  also  higher  than  tho  corresponding  General  Rate.  It  will  be 
noted,  however,  that  53%  of  tho  total  deaths  were  in  respect  of 
pooplo  over  the  ago  of  65  years  . 

Compared  with  other  years  there  was  a  marked  increase 
in  the  number  of  Infectious  Disease  notifications.  An  outbreak  of 
measles, which  accounted  for  77  out  of  the  total  of  87, occurred 
during  the  summer  months  and  mainly  affected  the  Mablethorpe  area. 

The  four  cases  of  Diphtheria  occurred  in  one  household 
and  were  mild  forms  of  the  disease. 

Other  statistics  call  for  no  comment  and  are  as 
sat i sfac tor  y  as  oth or  ye ar s  .
